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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee, 

Valley  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  upon  the  health 
of  your  District  during  the  year  1963. 

The  Registrar  General' s raid-yc-ar  population  estimates  show  that  after 
the  previous  fall  of  200  persons,  the  current  year  shows  a rise  of  180. 

In  1954  the  population  of  your  District  amounted  to  12,100,  since  when, 
with  two  yearly  exceptions  (those  of  i960  and  1962),  there  has  been  a more 
or  less  steady  increase,  and,  in  fact,  although  those  two  exceptions 
accounted  for  decreases  of  210  and  200,  yet,  the  overall  variation  since 
1954  has  reflected  an  appreciable  increase  as  the  current  figure  of  12,880 
is  to  the  earlier  12,100.  As  was  pointed  out  at  the  respective  times  no 
specific  reason  could  be  ascribed  to  the  decreases.  This  nine  year  increase 
trend  must  of  course  be  considered,  as  to  the  future,  in  relation  to,  - 
amongst  other  factors,  - the  question  of  'absolute  housing  accommodation 
demand  on  a purely  numerical  basis,  apart  from  the  usual  year  by  year  out- 
moding  and  outdating  (according  to  modern  accommodation  concepts)  of  old 
cottage  and  other  properties  that  cannot  be  rchabillitated  at  reasonable 
expense. 

The  Council’s  commendable  progress  in  the  direction  of  village  community 
sex^erage  provision  will,  obviate  the  Ministry's  occasional  limitation  of 
Council  house  building  schemes  vrhere  absence  of  mains  water,  and/or  com- 
prehensive sevrerage  schemes  dictate  building  rcsti*'iction. 

The  District's  total  area  of  5Sj784  acres  has  a Rateable  Value  of 
£236,536  ( reflecting  an  aporcciablc  and  anticipated  increase  from  the 
former  figure  of  £114,744).  Correspondingly  the  Penny  Rate  productivity 
has  increased  (from  £457  8s.  5d.  to  the  current  £lo6o) . 

The  Corrected  Birth  Rate  of  20,5  compares  with  18,6  for  I96I  and  20.1 
for  1962,  it  also  compares  with  the  Rates  for  Anglesey  and  for  England  and 
Wales  as  of  ( I96I  - Anglesey  17. 4>  England  and  ^-^ales  17.4. 

( 1962  - Anglesey  19.95,  England  and  Wales  18.0. 

The  Corrected  Death  Rate  has  varied  from  the  former  year's  11.4  ’to  the 
to  the  current  14.27,  just  as  the  County's  rate  has  also  increased  from 
12.76  to  13.2  (i.e.  to  a lesser  extent).  In  1962  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  (as  a whole)  vras  11,9  whereas  the  present  Rate  is  12,2, 

A study  of  the  Causes  of  Death  docs  not  appear  to  point  to  the  increased 
Rate  being  attributable  to  any  vrorsening  of  the  environmental  factors  that 
a Sanitary  District  could  control.  On  the  contrary,  a betterment  is  pointed 
to  by  the  total  absence  of  either  male  or  female  incidence  of  any  form  of 
tubercular  fatality.  Incidentally,  as  rras  pointed  out  in  last  year' s Report 
(when  there  were  two  tubercular  deaths),  there  have  not  been  more  thoJJ  three 
deaths  from  tuberculosis  for  several  years. 

Notifiable  juvenile  Infectious  Diseases  occurred  only  sporadically  and 
were  confined  to  I.baslcs  (37)  and  to  Scarlet  Fever  (2), 


There  v^as  a marked  imeroveraent  on  the  Tuberculous  Disease  pictiirc, 
as  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  whereas  in  1962  the  disease  was  notified 
six  times  (all  respiratory  excepting  for  one  occurrence)  yet,  in  the 
current  year,  there  were  only  tiro  such  notifications  and  both  of  them 
were  of  the  non-re spiratory  variety. 

The  Local  Health  Authority  provided  clinical  protection  against 
infectious  diseases  to  the  extent  that  55  persons  were  vaccinated  against 
smallpox  and  21  re-vaccinated,  whereas  protective  measures  against 
Diphtheria,  iHiooping  Gough  and  Tetanus  accounted  for  respectively,  171, 

159  and  l6l  immunisations. 

The  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  refers  to  mains  water  provision 
(by  the  County  i^atcr  Authority)  in  his  Report,  therefore  it  will  suffice 
merely  to  stress  that  provision  coverage  has  continued  to  out-lying  rural 
parishes. 

Mr.  Ivor  I'^llliams  also  devotes  a significant  section  of  his  Report  to 
the  substantial  improvements  on  sc-werage  schemes  coverage,  therefore  I xrill 
only  stress  that  this  Sanitary  District  now  controls  as  many  as  16  schemes, 
apart  froiji  others  in  various  stages  of  consideration.  Although  specific 
comparisons  arc  odious,  (if  not  unvisc) , yet  it  is  felt  that  this  District’s 
Sewerage  Scheme  programme-coverage  compares  favourably  irith  those  of  other 
comparable  Sanitary  Districts  within  the  country  as  a whole.  The  District’s 
progressive  nurfjj^crical  increase  in  sewerage  plants  in  operation  stresses  the 
need  for  adequate  manpower  maintenance  availability  to  ensure  the  full  bene- 
fit of  those  schemes  already  in  operation,  otherwise  a situation  of  retro- 
gression rather  than  anticipated  progression,  could  be  envisaged. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  again  to  thank  the  Chairman,  and  Members 
of  the  Council  for  their  interest,  and  the  Clerk  and  both  Senior  and 
Assisstant  Public  Health  Inspectors  for  their  ready  and  willing  co-operation 
at  all  times.

ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1 965 . 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Officers 
Regulations,  1 959 j I beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the  sanitary  conditio 
of  the  area  together  with  a summary  of  work  carried  out  during  the 
year  1 963. 


NATIQNAJI.  assistance  ACT,  1948, 

Section  50. 

The  Council  were  called  upon  to  carry  out  their  responsibilities 
under  the  above  Section  on  two  occasions  during  the  year,  but  in 
both  cases  the  expenses  incurred  were  met  by  means  of  death  grants 
and  in  one  case  by  pension  payments  which  were  due  to  the  deceased 
at  the  time  of  death. 

One  application  for  financial  assistance  towards  the  cost  of 
burying  a person  normally  resident  in  this  area  could  not  be 
entertained  as  the  death  had  occurred  in  a hospital  outside  the 
district.  Burial  arrangements  Yjere  carried  out  by  the  hospital 
authorities. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

As  stated  in  previous  annual  reports  it  is  not  possible  to 
give  the  detailed  information  under  this  heading  required  by  the 
circular  as  the  water  authority  for  the  whole  county  is  the 
Anglesey  County  Council, 

The  principal  work  of  main-1, aying  carried  out  in  the  area  was 
the  laying  of  approximately  2,250  yards  of  4 inch  main  in  the 
Borthv/en  area  of  Llanfaethlu  and  the  laying  of  a new  1 2 inch 
main  from  TraffwlL  to  Holyhead  v^hich  was  nearing  completion  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  The  latter  project,  together  with  the 
modernisation  of  the  works  at  Traffwll  will  have  the  overall 
effect  of  improving  pressures  and  supplies  in  the  Valley,  Rhoscolyn, 
Trearddur  Bay  and  Holyhead  areas  of  the  district  to  the  extent 
that  the  Twr  Pumping  and  Erw  booster  stations  will  not  novi/  be 
required  on  a regular  basis. 
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The  following  two  points,  extracted  from  the  County  Water 
Engineer's  annual  report  for  1963  nre  of  interest 

1,  Since  1951,  a total  of  2,247  properties  in  the  area  have 

been  connected  to  the  mains  water  supply. 

2.  The  total  length  of  water  distribution  mains  in  the 

district  as  at  31/12/63  was  111.54  miles  which  is 

longer  than  that  of  any  other  district  in  the  county. 

The  connection  of  many  pre-war  properties  to  the  water  mains 
has  resulted  in  owners  modernising  their  properties  by  the 
installation  of  bathrooms  and  construction  of  drainage  systems, 
many  with  the  aid  of  housing  improvement  grants. 

Water  Sampling. 

All  routine  sampling  of  mains  water  for  bacteriological 
examination  continues  to  be  carried  out  by  the  Anglesey  County 
Council  and  details  of  numbers  taken  and  results  obtained  are  not 
available  in  the  department. 

Sampling  of  private  water  supplies  on  request  and  routine 
sampling  of  river  and  stream  water  has  continued  during  the  year. 

A total  of  thirteen  samples  of  water  were  collected  and  forwarded 
to  the  Public  Health  laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Four  of  the  samples  taken  were  from  private  shallow  wells  and  the 
remainder  from  watercourses.  Following  is  a summary  of  results 
obtained: -

The  number  of  samples  taken  is  considerably  less  than  in 
previous  years  and  it  is  assumed  that  in  the  case  of  private  supplies 
the  reason  is  due  to  the  change-over  in  many  properties  from  a well 
to  a mains  water  supply.  In  the  past,  a far  greater  number  of  samples 
have  been  taken  every  year  from  watercourses  in  connection  v/ith 
projected  sewerage  schemes,  but  vi^ith  the  rapid  progress  made  ?\^ith  the 
sewering  of  various  areas  the  need  from  sampling  from  watiercour scs 
has  become  less  necessary, 

A number  of  complaints  were  again  received  of  discolouration  of 
the  mains  water  supply  and  these  were  referred  to  the  County  Water 
Authority  for  attention.  It  is  stated  in  the  annual  report  of  the 
County  Water  Engineer  that  the  reason  for  this  was  the  extreme 
pressure  loading  on  the  filters  in  the  Cefni  works  especially  during 
the  summer  months.  Two  new  filters  have  now  been  brought  into  use 
and  it  is  expected  that  there  will  be  no  recurrence  of  this  trouble. 
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■■■  SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE, 

Village  or  Area  Sewerage  Schemes. 

During  the  year  one 'small  sevi/erage  scheme  to  serve  the  village 
of  Carmel  in  the  parish  of  Llantrisant  was  completed.  Effluent  from 
the  treatment  works  discharges'  into  an  i.,.a-named  v\^atercourse , At  the 
commencement  ^of  the  year,  work  was  commenced  on  a sev/erage  scheme  to 
serve  the  villages  of  Llanddeusant  and'Elim,  in  the  parish  of 
Llanddeusant  and  it  is  expected  that  this  contract  ¥/ill  be  completed 
mid-1  964o  Effluent  from  the  treatment  works  will  discharge  into  the 
River  Alaw, 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  work  was  also  commenced  on  the 
construction  of  sewerage  schemes  to  serve  the  villages  of  Llanfaelog 
and  Pencarnisiog,  in  the  parish  of  Llanfaelog,  Sev\/age  from  the  first 
named  area  will  be  pumped  into  --.n  existing  treatment  works  at  Bryndu 
and  provision  is  made  in  the  contract  for  enlargement  of  these  works 
to  cope  with  the  increased  volume  of  sewage.  The  village  of 
Pencarnisiog  will  drain  into  a small  treatment  works  to  be  constructed 
and  final  effluent  from  both  schemes  will  discharge  into  the  River 
Ddrydvi^y . 

The  completion  of  the  C-armel'  scheme  brings  the  total  number  of 
schemes  controlled  by  the  Council  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  sixteen, 

I' 

Of  these,  six  are  gravitation  systems  although  small  pumping  units 
h'^ve  been  installed  at  the  treatment  works  of  three  of  these  schemes 
to  pump  sludge  for  re-treatment.  The  remaining  ten  schemes  are 
partially  pumping  schemes  operated  by  fourteen  automatic  electric 
pumping  stations. 

Seven  of  the  schemes  have  sea-outlets  where  crude  sewage  is 
discharged  direct  to  sea  without  treatment  but  there  has  been  no 
evidence  of  sewage  pollution  on  beaches,  A complaint  was  received 
during  the  summer  months  that  crude  sewage 'was  being  deposited  at 
times  on  the  beach  at  Rhosneigr  but  a number  of  visits  did  not 
substantiate  the'  complaint.  As  a safeguard,  a sample  was  taken  for 
chemical  analysis  from  the  sea  at  a point  near  the  outfall  but  the 
report  did  not -Indicate  the  presence  of  any  harmful  material. 

One  of  the  Council's  gravitation  sewerage  schemes , namely 
Cerrigeeinwen,  discharges  into  the  sewerage  system  operated  by  the 
adjoining  urban  district  of  Llangefni  and  another  the  V/est  Holyhead 
scheme  is  operated  on  a joint  basis  with  the  urban  district  of 
Holyhead , 

Short  lengths  of  public  sew/ers  serving  properties  in  the 
Kingsland,  Porthdafarch,  Tara  Street  and  Plas  Road  areas  of  the 
parish  of  Holyhead  Rural  are  connected  to  Holyhead  town  sev^ers  and 
an  annual  payment  for  this  privilage  is  made.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  a total  of  1 56  houses  and  one  County  Primary  School  were  so 
connected , 
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Progress  has  been  disappointing  in  the  preparation  of 
acceptable  schemes  to  serve  the  areas  of  Khydv/yn,  Llanrhyddlad 
ojid  Llynfaes.  Plans  were  finalised  in  the  Rhydwyn  scheme  during 
the  year  and  it  is  expected  that  a Local  Inquiry  into  the  scheme 
will  be  held  early  in  1 964«  The  first  scheme  suggested  for  the 
village  of  Llanrhyddlad  with  the  effluent  discharging  into  a 
watercourse  near  Gamog  was  objected  to  by  the  Gwynedd  River  Board 
as  they  felt  that  the  volume  of  vi/ater  in  the  stream  would  not  allow 
sufficient  dilution,  A revised  scheme  which  entailed  pumping  the 
final  effluent  to  a stream  some  two  miles  away  near  Bronheulog 
was  acceptable  to  the  River  Board  but  the  Council  asked  their 
Consulting  Engineers  to  investigate  the  paesibility  of  re-siting 
the  proposed  treatment  works  so  that  the  effluent  could  discharge 
into  a stream  in  the  vicinity  of  Llyn  Llygeirian, 

In  August,  1963?  local  inquiries  were  held  into  proposed 
schemes,  the  first  being  an  extrusion  of  the  existing  Truarddur 
Bay  scheme,  which  extension  would  serve  the  Cliff  Hotel  and  Golf 
Club  areas;  the  second  a scheme  to  s^tyq  the  village  of  Llynfaes 
in  the  Parish  of  Bodwrog  Before  the  end  of  the  year,  Ministerial 
consent  had  been  obtained  to  proceed  with  the  Trearddur  Bay  extension 
scheme  but  no  official  decision  on  the  Llynfaes  scheme  had  been 
received. 

Sewerage  systems  generally  operated  satisfactorily  but  some 
trouble  was  experienced  in  the  Valley  and  Pour  Mile  Bridge  scheme . 
Fractures  of  the  cast-iron  rising  main  again  occurred  in  Pour  Mile 
Bridge  and  it  is  thought  that  those  vere  attributable  to  water-main- 
laying operations  which  were  being  carried  out  close  to  the  rising 
main  trench,  On.'^ne  occasion  only  could  this  be  proved  to  be  the 
cause  v/hen  the  repair  and  replacement  v/ork  was  carried  out  by  the 
contractors  responsible.  During  the  time  taken  to  effect  repairs  it 
became  necessary  to  pump  crude  sewage  into  the  inland  sea  during 
which  times  warning  notices  indicating  pollution  were  erected  in 
conspicuous  positions.  This  practice  had  also  to  be  resorted  to 
when  it  became  necessary  to  carry  out  repair  work  to  a manhole 
situated  on  a caravan  site  near  the  sea  outfall.  Although  this 
discharge  into  the  inland  sea  is  objectionable  it  is  obviously 
better  than  closing  down  pumping  machinery  v\/hich  would  result  in 
properties  becoming  flooded  with  sewage.  As  a result  of  these 
occurrences,  complaints  were  made  to  the  Council  on  behalf  of  local 
residents  by  a local  firm  of  solicitors  and  in  view  of  the  nature 
of  the  protests,  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  were  asked  to 
suggest  snhomcs  which  would  do  av/ay  with  the  necessity  of  discharging 
sewage  to  the  inland  sea  should  any  fractures  in  the  rising  main 
occur  in  the  future. 

Individual  Drainage  Systems, 

total  of  twenty  four  nev/  drainage  systems  properties 

situated  outside  sewerage  arecs  were  inspected  and  approved  during  the 
year. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING, 


Refuse  Collection  and.  Disposal, 

The  collection  service  v\?as  maintained  by  two  vehicles,  one, 
a "Karrier”  side  loader,  being  based  at  Aberffraw  and  serving  the 
southern  half  of  the  district.  The  other  vehicle,  based  at  Valley, 
was  replaced  in  September  by  a Karrier  "Dual-tip"  collector  with 
packer  plate. 

During  the  year  a survey  of  the  refuse  collection  service  was 
carried  out  and  as  a result  the  complement  of  each  vehicle  was 
reduced  by  one  so  that  during  the  winter  months  each  vehicle  is 
manned  by  a driver  and  three  ^attendants  and  during  the  months  of 
June  to  September  inclusive  each  crew  is  increased  by  one  attendant 
to  cope  with  the  seasonal  increase  in  refuse  output  and  holidays 
taken  by  the  permanent  staff. 

A large  amount  of  overtime  v/orking  vi^as  unavoidable  during  the 
summer  being  due  to  a heavy  influx  of  persons  into  the  area  with 
a consequent  increase  in  refuse  output  in  hotels,  boarding  houses, 
caravan  sites  and  tented  camps. 

All  the  employees  continued  to  be  supplied  with  protective 
clothing « 

Clegir  I'lawr  refuse  tin. 

The  Council  continue  to  operate  one  refuse  tip  only  and  this 
is  situated  near  Clegir  Mawr,  During  the  year  the  Council 
purchased  a Bristol  P.D.  Uk  angledozer  and  in  a very  short  time 
after  its  acquisition  conditions  at  the  tip  improved  greatly. 
Although  the  shortage  of  covering  m^^terial  persisted,  it  was 
possible  to  utilise  inert  matei’ial  from  certain  parts  of  the  tip 
for  covering  purposes.  The  engag-^ment  of  one  additional  refuse 
tip  .attendant  has  also  produced  very  satisfactory  results. 

Night  Soil  Collection. 

The  gradual  reduction  in  thu.  numbers  of  properties  being  served 
by  the  night-soil  collection  vehicle  continued,  as  properties  were 
provided  with  water-carriage  drainage  systems  following  the 
construction  and  the  coming  into  operation  of  various  village 
se'./erage  schemes.  Tht.  time  saved  on  this  service,  hovt^ever,  was 
devoted  to  th^  cl^^ansing  of  private  cesspool  or  septic  tank 
installations  serving  properties  situated  outside  sevi/erage  areas 
and  it  appears  that  this  service  will  be  required  fur  many  years 
hence  as  it  was  uStimated  at  the  end  of  the  year  that  there  v;cre 
over  900  propurties  in  the  district  dependent  on  installations  ''of 
this  kind.  During  the  Course- of  the  year,  a total  of  1 2U  cesspool 
or  septic  tank  installations  were  cle-ansed  at  the  request  and 
expense  of  the  property  owners,  1 06  of  the  properties  served  being 
within  this  Council's,  area.  This  figure  compares  with  84  properties 
served  during  the  previous  year.  The  rates  charged  for  this  service 
arc  30/-d.  per  hour  for  propertiuS  within  the  district  and  £3.  per  ' 
hour  for  those  outside  the  area, 
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street  Cleansing. 

This  service  was  continued  during  the  year  in  nine  villages. 

Although  this  Council  are  not  a highway  Authority,  they  have 

co-operated  with  the  County  Council  in  providing  this  service  for 

a number  of  years,  the  Ijjitjter  authority  contributing  towards  the 

>■  ’ 

expenses  incurred.  Of  the  nine  villages  served,  the  seaside 
villages  of  Trearddur  Bay  and  Rhosneigr  receive  a twice  weekly 
service  in  the  summer  months  but  v\^ith  the  continued  increase  in 
"litter  louts"  it  is  evident  that  this  regularity  of  service  is 
far  from  sufficient. 

Foreshores. 

Cleansing  of  foreshores  in  the  summer  months  continues  to  be 
as  much  of  a problem  as  ever  with  the  majority  of  beach  frequenters 
completely  disregarding  requests  not  to  deposit  litter.  This  same 
statement  is  made  every  year  and  it  is  very  discouraging  not  being 
able  to  report  an  improvement  in  the  position. 

Public  Conveniences. 

Routine  maintenance  of  the  public  convenience  at  Trearddur  Bay 
and  Rhosneigr  was  carried  out  and,  as  in  the  past,  the  usual  degree 
of  vandalism  and  misuse  persisted.  The  main  work  of  maintenance  was 
the  replacement  of  locks  and  other  fittings  which  had  been  deliberately 
damaged . 

NUISAI^CESo 

A total  of  51  nuisances  were  reported  and  investigated  during 
the  year,  and  the  investigations  necessitated  a total  of  8?  inspections 
or  reinspections.  All  but  five  of  the  nuisances  were  abated  following 
informal  action  only  but  statutory  action  had  to  be  taken  to  secure 
abatement  of  the  remainder.

CARAVrdT  AND  CnJIFING,  SITES  ,■ 

During  the  year,  a total  of  17  additional  caravan  sites  were 
licensed  under  Section  3 of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Development,  i960,  bringing  the  -total  number  of  licensed  sites 
in  the  area  to  74,  accommodating  a total  of  -900  caravans. 

The  annual  survey  of  caravan  sites  showed  that  there  v/as  a 
total  of  over  900  caravans  in  the  a*rea,  aco-oiWnodated  on  licensed 
sites,  unauthorised  sites  and  sites  claiming  exemption  from 
licensing  under  the  First  schedule  of  the  Act, 

With  the  increase  in  work  in  other  spheres,  inspections  of 
caravan  sites  are  not  carried  out  as  often  as  L would  wish -but 
generally,  site  operators  are  maintaining  their  sites  in  a clean 
and  ordeily  condition.  The  survey  shov\?ed  that  a number  of  sites  did 
not  conform  fully  v/ith  all  prescribed  licence  conditions  and  the 
operators  concerned  vi/ere  warned  that  all  conditions  would  have  to 
be  complied  with. 

The  number  of  tented  camps  increased  once  again  and  it  has  been 
felt  for  some  time  that  legislation  relating  to  tents  contained  in 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1 936,  should  be  amended  so  as  to  fa.clLitate 
their  control  and  impose  standards  relating  to  sanitary  accommodation 
and  washing  facilities  similar  to  those  applicable  to  caravan  sites.

Meat 


The  number  of  licensed  private  slauglierhouses  in  the  district 
stood  at  six  for  the  first  nine  months  but  on  1st,  October  which 
was  the  day.  on\ which  all  slaughterhouses  had  to  comply  with  hygiene 
and  constructionar  regulations  under  the  Slaugherhouses  Act,  1953, 
only  two  of  the  slaughterhouses  were  up  to  the  required  standard 
and  these  were  accordingly  re-iicensed  for  a period  of  twelve  months. 
Before  the  end  of  the  year  another  slaughterhouse  v;as  improved  to 
the  required  standard-  and  was-  re-licensed.  It  is  expected  that  two 
other  slaughterhouse  occupiers  will  carry  out  the  necessary  improvements 
next  year , 

An  important  piece  of  legislation  which  became  operative  from 
1st.  October,  1963,  was  The  Meat  Regulations,  1963,  which  placed 
an  obligation  on  all  local  authorities  to  carry  out  a 100%  inspection 
of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  area.  Ever  since  1954  when  private 
slaughterhouses  re-opened  after  the  control  period,  officials 
responsible  for  th1  d v;ork  had-  succeeded  in  carrying  out  a near  100% 
inspection  of  all  cattle  and  pigs  slaughtered  but  some  difficulty 
was  experienced  in  maintaining  a full  inspection  relative  to  sheep 
and  lambs.  Prom  the  operative  date  of  these  Regulations  to  the  end 
of  the  year  the  required  full  inspection  service  was  narriedi  out. 

The  Regulations  also  authorised,  for  the  very  first  time, 
local  authorities  to  make  a charge  for  this  inspection  service  and, 
in  common  with  most  other  authorities,  this  Council  decided  to  lovy 
the  maximum  charges  pormittv^d. 

All  tho  slaughterhouses  v/hich  were  in  operation  during  the 
y«^ar  were  visit-^d  regularly  and  93o75%  of  all  animals  slaughtered 
v/cre  inspected,  thus  maintaining  the  high  percentage  of  inspection 
set  up  in  ]prv.vious  years. 

Inspection  percentages  of  various  animals  slaughtered  was 
as  follows: - 


A total  of  2,723  animals  were  slaughtered  during  the  year 
of  which  2,556  were  inspected.  The  number  slaughtered  is  some 
800  less  than  in  the  preceding  year  and  this  is  probably  due  to 
the  - ■ :.ipul  sory  closure  of  two  private  slaughterhouses  from  1st.

Due  to  pressure  of  work  in  other  spheres  it  has  not  been 
possible  to  carry  out  routine  systematic  inspections , of  food 
premises  but  of  those  premises  which  were  visited  in  connection 
with  other  duties,  two  occupiers  were  directed  to  provide  suitable 
covers  for  exposed  open  foodstuffs  and  one  was  directed  to  carry 
out  do '.using  and  decorative  work. 

No  complaints  were  received  in  the  Department  which  v\^arrantcd 
action  under  the  Regulations. 

Bakehouses . 

The  number  of  bakehouses  in  the  area  producing  bread  and 
confectionery  for  retail  sale  remained  at  nine. 
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Ice  Cream 


Two  premises  were  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1955,  for  the  sale  and  storage  of  pre-packed  ice  cream, 
bringing  the  total  number  of  such  premises  to  70  in  66  of  which  all 
ice  cream  retailed  is  pre-packed. 

There  are  no  ice  cream  manufacturers  in  the  area. 

During  the  year,  a total  of  1 06  samples  of  ice  cream  v\^ere 
collected  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Conway 
for  bacteriological  examination.  Of  these  samples,  75.47%  were 
placed  v/ithin  Grade  I,  the  highest  attainable  grade;  21,69%.  in 
Grade  II;  0.94/j.  in  Grade  III  and  1 ,88>o.  in  Grade  IV.

Satisfactory  follow-up  samples  were  taken  from  those  premises 
which  produced  the  two  unsatisfactory  Grade  IV  results. 

Unsound  Food. 

The  quantity  of  unsound  food  voluntarily  surrendered  was  the 
lowest  for  s^rveral  years  and  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  high  quality 
of  present  production  and  marketing  methods.  Surrender  certificates 
were  issued  in  respect  of  one  3 lb  tin  of  corned  beef  and  three  1 2oz , 
tins  of  chopped  ham, 

A complaint  was  received  that  a consignment  of  frozen  imported 
rabbits  at  a service  establishment  was  unsound  but  on  investigation 
only  a portion  of  rabbit  v/as  available  for  inspection,  the  remainder 
having  been  eaten  bef'rre  its  condition  was  detected.  The  meat  was 
obviously  unsound  but  the  specific  disease  was  not  recognisable. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  analyst  reported  that  no  recognised 
pathogens  were  isolated  and  that  the  lesions  were  probably  not 
primarily  of  bacterial  origin,  and  no  ill-effects  were  reported  by 
the  persons  who  had  eaten  the  meat. 


PREVENTION  OF  DAjVlAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT, 


A total  number  of  68  complaints  of  rat  infestations  were 
investigated  and  dealt  with  by  the  Council’s  part  time  rodent 
operator.
